and  support  of  Education  leading  to  the  pro- 
duction of  beautiful  and  excellent  work  in  ma- 
nufactures ;  to  be  attained  by  : 

First.    The  Institution  of  a  National  Gallery 
at  the  Seat  of  Government.    •  • 

Second.  The  holding  of  Exhibitions  in  the 
principal  cities  of  the  Dominion. 

Third.  The  establishment  of  Schools  of  Art 
and  Design.

MEMBERSHIP. 


1.  The  Society  hIiuII  coii.sist  of  not  more  tliaii 
Forty  members  who  shall  ])e  called  Acade- 
micians of  the  Canadian  Academy.  Of  these 
not  more  than  ten  shall  be  Architects.  The 
number  of  Academician  Engravers  shall  not 
exceed  three,  and  the  number  of  Academician 
Designers  shall  not  exceed  six.  At  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Academy  the  number  of  Acade- 
micians may  consist  of  a  less  number. 

2.  There  shall  be  another  Order  of  members 
who  shall  be  called  associates  of  the  Canadian 
Academy,  the  number  to  be  indefinite  with  a 
minimum  of  twenty.  These  shall  be  divided 
into  Associate  Painters,  Associate  Sculptors,  As- 
sociate Engravers,  and  Associate  Designers.

The  members  shall  be  men  of  fair  moral 
character,  Artists  by  Profession,  Painters,  Sculp- 
tors, Architects,  Engravers  or  Designers  of  Or- 
nament for  Decorative  or  Industrial  purposes.

4.  There  shall  be  another  order  of  nieinberH 
to  be  called  Forei«^n  Aeadeinieians  consisting  of 
distinguished   Foreign  Artists  not  resident  in 
the  Dominion.     They  shall  be  presented  with 
a  Diploma  signed   by   the   President  and   the 
Secretary.     The  election  of  Honorary  Foreign 
Academicians  shall  ])e  by  ballot  in  the  manner 
following.     Separate  Nominaticm    Books  shall 
be  kept  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  in   which 
Academicians  and  Asssociates  may  inscribe  the 
name    or    names    of  Foreign    Artists   of   high 
repute  either  Painters,  Sculptors,  Architects,  or 
Engravers,  and  a  separate  page  shall  be  reserved 
for  each  such  nomination  whereon  members  of 
the  Academy  having  knowledge  of  the  works 
of  such  artists  so  nominated  may  add  their  signa- 
tures in  token  of  approval,  and  a  recommen- 
dation for  election.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council    to    examine    such  Nomination    Book 
when  should  the  Council  agree  in  the  propriety 
of  recommanding  any  such  Foreign  Artists  for 
Honorary  membership  a  resolution  to  that  effect 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
the  time  of  the  Annual  Exhibition  when  should 
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the  majority  of  tlio  (iciiernl  As.siMii!*Iy  concur 
])y  huUot  ill  the  n'(*()iiniiiMi(liUioM  ol'  tho  Council 
the  Klcclioji  nhjill  then  he  (lei-hue<l. 

T).  There  nhjill  he  an  Hoiiorarv  Uetir<Ml  (Mji.s.h 
t)f  AcadeniieianH.  Those  AcjideinicianH  who  are 
desirous  ol  ein^  aihnitted  into  sncli  Chiss  sliall 
8i}»;niry  their  wisli  hy  letter  aihlre.ssed  to  tlie 
Secretary.  The  :i|)[)licaiion  shall  he  i'^)nsidere(l 
h}'  the  Council  and  if  a]»}>roveil  hy  them  shall 
he  hron^ht  heforethe  («eneral  Assemhly,  and  if 
cxmfirmed  hy  a  majority  of  votes,  the  applicant 
shall  he  admitted  from  the  date  ofsneh  election 
an  Honorary  Retired  Meiid)er.  That  on  such 
election  the  vjwancy  in  the  list  of  Academicians 
shall  he  declared  (and  shall  he  tilled  up  ac- 
cording to  By-law  section  Four,  article  Two,  on 
Ele.ctions.)  The  Retiring  Academician  shall 
receive  an  honorary  pension  of 
per  annum,  lie  shall  retain  the  title  of  Aca- 
demician, he  shall  he  invited  to  the  private  view, 
to  the  varnishing  days  and  to  any  -six'ial  gathe- 
ring in  connection  with  the  Exihition.  hut  shall 
not  he  coifsidered  eligihle  to  serve  as  Visitor  or 
at  Councils  or  General  Assemhlies.  The  names 
of  Honorary  Retired  Academicians  shall  appear 
in  all  the  printed  lists  of  mem  hers  hefore  the 
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lirtf  of  acting  AcadcnnciHiiH.  AcMdciiiicijiiiH  wlio 
iiia\  1)0  oil  the  oniiiuirv  PeiiHioii  list  will  not  ho 
procliKhul  froTTi  })cin«j^  candidates  for  tin?  rotircul 
chisH  with  all  its  priviloj^oH.  Acadaniicians  who 
may  he  on  the  Retired  class  may  upply  for  the 
ordinary  Pension  if  they  re(|Mire  it.  iMemhern 
of  the  Retired  list  ol' Academicians aiid  who  are 
also  oil  tl»e  ordinary  Pension  Fund  will  hiivo 
no  further  claini  on  the  funds  of  the  Canadian 
Academy.

There  shall  be  a  third  Order  of  Members,  who 
shall  be  called  Honorary  Members,  men  who 
take  an  interest  in  Art  and  in  the  Industrial 
Progress  of  the  Country,  to  ^je  nominated  by 
the  President  subject  to  the  approyal  of  the 
Council.  '

one  dollar  per  annum,  and  the  Secretary  shall 
acknowledge  receipt  of  subscription  by  a  card, 
such  card  to  be  presented  at  the  Annual  re- 
union in  proof  of  membership.

GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  ACADEMY, 


1.  The  Government  of  the  Academy  is  vested 
in  the  President,  Vice  President,  Council  and 
the  General  Assembly. 

2.  The  President  shall  hold  office  lor  five 
years. 

3.  The  Vice-President  shall  hold  office  for 
five  years. 

4.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  as- 
semble  the  Council  as  often  as  he  shall  think  it 
necessary,  and  the  General  Assembly  at  the 
time  of  the  Annual  Exibition,  but  shall  have  no 
vote  m  either  unless  the  suffrages  are  equal,  in 
which  case  he  shall  have  a  castino-  vote. 
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5.  The  President  sluill  luive  power  to  noini- 
nate  one  of  the  Council  to  act  a»  Chairman  in 
the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,

6.  The  President  or  his  Deputy,  and  no 
other  pers<jn  shall  have  power  to  ^iumnion 
either  the  Council  or  General  Assembly.  In 
the  d^f^ence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President 
authorized  by  him  shall  Inive  the  same  powers. 
In  the  event  of  the  Vice-President  being  un- 
able to  undertake  the  President's  functions  the 
President  may  nominate  another  Deputy. 

7.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  twelve  Aca- 
demicians and  the  President  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident, who  shall  have  the  entire  direction  and 
management  of  all  the  business  of  the  Society 
which  may  not  be  delegated  to,  nor  assumed 
by  committees  of  the  General  Body. 

8.  The  Council  is  in  no  respect  whatsoever 
subordinate  to  the  General  Assembly. 

9.  The  Seats  in  the  Council  shall  go  by  suc- 
cession to  all  the  Academicians.  The  six  senior 
members  of  the  Council  shall  go  out  by  rotation 
every  year,  and  these  shall  not  re-occupy  their 
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Seats  in  the  Council  till  all  the  re«t  of  the  Aca- 
deniieians  have  *ser\'ed. 

10.  The  newly  elected  Aeadeniieians  having 
received  their  Diplonuus  shall  he  placed  at  the 
top  of  the  list  and  serve  in  the  succeeding 
Council. 

11.  Whenever  an  iicademician  ,shall  IVoni  any 
cause  decline  to  be  a  niendjer  of  the  Council  in 
regular  rotation  his  name  shall  be  pa.ssed  over 
and  his  claim  to  a  seat  in  it  forfeited  till  it 
shall  again  appear  in  regular  rotation,  except  in 
the  case  of  any  niem]>er  being  abroad  at  the 
time  when  his  name  would  appear  in  rotation 
of  service  in  the  Council,  his  name  shall  then 
be  omitted  for  that  year  only  and  shall  stand 
on  the  rota  for  service  the  year  next  cnsuincr 
his  return.  ^ 


12.  If  any  member  of  the  Council  shall  have 
failed  to  attend  in  his  place  for  six  successive 
meetings,  such  member  shall  be  considered  as 
qaving  vacated  his  seat  in  the  council,  and  the 
seat  so  vacated  shall  be  filled  according  to  the 
provisions   of  the    following  law,   unless  such 
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al)sence  for  sufficient  reasons  as.signed  shall  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Council.

13.  When  the  S(:nit  of  a  meml^er  of  Council 
shall  have  IxJcorae  vacant  within  the  first  year 
of  the  period  of  his  sei-vice  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  the  rights  and  duties  attached   to 
it  shall  immediately  devolve  on  the  Treasurer 
for  the  residue  of  the  said  year.  The  vacant  seat 
for  the  second  year  shall  be  declared  by  the 
President  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  and 
after  the  usual  nomination  of  persons  to  serve 
by  rotation  in  the  ensuing  Council  a  member 
shall  lje  appointed  by  ballot  from  amongst  all 
the  Academicians,  except  those  who  serve  by 
rotation    the    succeeding   year,    to   supply  the 
vacancy  so  declared.    Wlif^ii  the  Seat  of  a  mem- 
ber of  Council  shall  have  become  vacant  within 
the  second  year  of  the  period  of  his  service  the 
residue  of  the  said  second  year  shall  be   sup- 
plied according  to  the  regulation  before  applied 
to  the  residue  of  the  first  year. 


14.  The  Lists  of  Rotation  shall  be  printed 
annuallv  and  the  name  or  names  of  new  mem- 
bers,  if  any,  shall  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
list   of  the   junior   members   of    the    Council 
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nccordino;  to  the  Order  of  Election  of  Acadenii- 
ciaiis.  The  Prenideiit  juid  the  Vice-President 
being  always  of  the  Council  their  names  are  to 
be  omitted  in  such  list  of  Rotation  provided 
always,  that 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  President  to 
direct  that,  in  preparing  the  lists  of  rotation, 
Academicians,  not  exceeding  three  in  number 
residing  in  the  city  where  the  next  Annual 
Exhibition  is  to  be  held,  may  be  substituted  for 
a  similar  number  residing  at  a  distance,  whose 
term  of  service  in  the  Council  shall  be  post- 
poned until  the  Exhibition  visits  their  localitv. 

15.  The  Council  shall  meet  as  often  as  the 
business  of  the  Academy  requires  it.  The 
meeting  offour  members  of  the  Council  inclu- 
ding the  President  or  his  Deputy  shnll  be 
deemed  a  Quorum. 

16.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  his 
Deputy  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  four  in  the 
Council  to  nominate  a  Chairman  for  that  mee- 
ting and  proceed  to  business. 

17.  The  Council  shall  confirm  all  new  laws, 
but  they  shall  have  no  force  till  ratified  by  the 
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consent  of  the  General  Asseml^ly  and  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Governcr  General. 

18.  All  oilieers  and  servants  of  the  Academy 
whall  be  Hiil)servient  to  the  Council.

10.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  reform 
all  abuses,  to  censure  those  olHcers  who  are 
deficient  in  their  duty,  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  General  Body  and  the  Governor  General's, 
permission  first  obtained  for  that  purpose,  to 
suspend  or  entirely  remove  from  their  employ- 
ment those  who  shall  l)e  found  j^nilty  of  any 
great  offence. 


20.  No  correspondance  whatever  connected 
with  the  .iisiness  of  the  Canadian  Academy 
shall  be  carried  on  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Council,  the  routine  Ijusiness  of  Departments 
excepted. 


21.  All  business  relative  to  the  Canadian 
Academy  after  it  has  been  settled  by  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  usual  form  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Governor  General  by  the  President,  and  the 
President  or  his  Deputy  shall  make  report  to 
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the  Council  of  the  Governor  General'H  ])le{isure 
thereon. 

22.  There  shall  be  annually  one  General 
Meeting  to  declare  the  Council,  elect  Auditor 
or  Auditors,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  to  confirm 
new  laws,  to  adjudge  premiums  to  be  given  to 
Students  and  Donations  to  Art  Schools  to 
any  Student  who  is  to  be  sen:  abroad,  to  hear 
complaints  and  redress  grievances  and  transact 
iiny  other  business  relative  to  the  Society. 

23.  Ten  of  the  General  Assembly  including 
the  President  or  his  Deputy  shall  be  deemed  a 
full  meeting.

24.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  his 
Deputy  it  shall  be  within  the  power  of  ten  of 
the  assembly  to  nominate  a  Chairman  for  that 
meeting  and  proceed  to  business.

27.  Tfanvniember  slndl  l)Ccome  obnoxious 
to  the  Canadian  Academy  by  improper  conduct 
he  may  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  expelled 
by  the  majority  of  a  General  Assembly  of  Aca- 
demicians to  be  decided  by  ballot,  and  subject 
to  the  Governor  General's  pleasure. 

28.  If  any  Academician,  or  associate  shall 
have  wholly  neglected  during  a  period  of  seven 
years  to  communicate  personnally  or  hy  letter 
with  the  Secretary  so  as  to  afibrd  the  means 
of  authentic  information  as  to  his  existence  and 
place  of  residence  he  shall  be  considered  as 
having  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Canadian 
Academy,  and  his  place  shall  be  declared  vacant 
accordingly.

3.  There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  Canadian 
Academy  who  shall  be  in  the  first  instance  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  General  from  amongst 
the  Academicians  and  shall  be  thereafter  an- 
nually elected  at  the  General  Assembly.

5.  In  every  year  as  early  as  practicable  the 
Treasurer  shall  deliver  in  an  account  of  the 
whole  receipts  and  disbursments  of  the  fore- 
going year  fairly  written  and  arranged  under 
definite  heads,  wdien  the  Quarterly  IJills  with 
their  Abstract  and  the  annual  account  have 
passed  the  Council  and  been  approved  of  by  the 
Auditor  or  Auditors,  the  General  Book  of 
accounts  with  their  original  Bills,  Voucher  and 
Receipts  for  payment  shall  be  kept  wherever 
President  and  Council  may  determine.

shall  inspect  the  Bunk  Book  and  specity  the 
balance  of  cash  remaining  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  at  the  time  of  j)assing  his  accounts.

ArADEMICIANS. 

1.  All  Vacancies  of  Academicians  shall  be 
filled  op  by  election  from  amongst  the  Asso- 
ciates. The  voting  at  Elections  shall  be  by 
ballot,  but  when  the  Elector  is  necessarily  ab- 
sent he  may  vote  by  sending  a  signed  Voting 
Paper  to  the  Secretary. 

2.  The  Elections  of  Academicians  shall  take 
place  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Exhibition. 


3.  The  Associates  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  as 
follows  at  all  Elections  of  Academicians.  As- 
sociate Architects  shall  vote  only  for  the 
election  of  Architects :  all  other  Associates  shall 
vote  for  all  elections,  except  those  of  Architects, 
but  Academicians  only   shall  elect  Asssociates.

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4.  The  Secretary  shall  <»ive  two  months 
notice  of  election  of  an  Academician  to  each 
Academician  and  Associate,  in  writing,  en- 
closing a  List  of  the  Associates,  but  the  omission 
of  this  by  neglect  or  otherwise  shall  not  impede 
the  election. 

5.  When  more  than  one  vacancy  of  an  Aca- 
demician is  to  be  filled  up  separate  Votes  shall 
be  taken  for  each,  and  the  Vacancies  filled  up  as 
they  appear  on  the  List. 


6.  No   Academician    elect   shall  receive  his 
Diploma  until  he  has  deposited  in  the  National 
Art   Gallery  at   Ottawa    (to   remain  there)    a 
picture,  piece  of  Sculpture  (marble,  or  bronze  or 
other  metal)  engraving,  or  other  specimen  of 
his  abilities  in  the  walk  of  Art  which  he  pro- 
fesses, approved  of  by  the  Council  of  the  Ca- 
nadian  Academy,  which  specimen  of  his  abilities 
shall  be  presented  for  the  consideration   of  the 
Council  within  a  period  of  six  months  after  his 
Election  in  foilure  of  which   his  Election  shall 
become  void  unless  such  an  apology   be  made 
by    him   for  the  omission  as  may  be   deemed 
sufficient  by  the  Council.     On  the   deposit  of 
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such  Di])loina  work  the  vacancy  in  tlie  list  of 
Associates  shall  be  declai'ed,  but  no  proceedings 
to  fill  np  such  vacancy  shall  take  place  nntil 
the  Diploma  ol'  the  Canadian  Academician 
elect  shall  have  received  the  signature  of 
the  Governor  General.  Every  work  of  Art 
and  Design  deposited  in  the  Canadian  National 
Gallery  by  each  Academician  elect  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  inspection  in  the  Exliibi- 
tion  of  the  Canadian  Academy  next  ensuing 
and  shall  be  described  as  such  Diploma  work  in 
the  Catalogue. 


7.  Every  Engraver  on  being  elected  an 
Academician  shall  deposit  in  the  National  Gal- 
lery a  proof  impression  of  one  of  his  Works 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Conncil.  He  shall 
also  be  required  to  deposit  in  the  National  Gal- 
lery a  proof  impression  of  each  of  his  works 
executed  subsequently  to  his  election  as  an 
Academician  Engraver.

8.  Diploma  works  in  the  National  Gallery 
being  the  property  of  the  Country  may  not  be 
removed  from  the  National  Gallery  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Council  and  Governor  Ge- 
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nenil  first  obtiiined,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Con- 
tributor of  a  Diploma  work  desiring  its  tem- 
porary loan  a  work  l)y  the  same  artist  oi'  a 
least  equal  value,  to  be  approved  hy  the  Cuuncil, 
must  previous  to  its  removal  be  de2)osited  in 
the  National  Gallerv,  tbrminii;  the  onlv  admis- 
sible  guarantee  for  the  safe  return  of  the 
original  work. 


ASSOCIATES. 

9.  Associates  shall  be  Artists  of  high  attain- 
ments in  their  several  Professions,  that  is, 
Painters,  Sculptors,  Architects,  Engravers,  and 
Designers,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Acade- 
mician at  the  general  assembly  from  a  List  of 
Candidates  to  be  nominated  as  follows.

10.  Each  Academician  and  Associate  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  nominating  Candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Associate  by  inscribing  the 
name  or  names  of  the  proposed  Candidates  in  a 
Notice  of  Nomination  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Academy.  The  christian  name  and  sur- 
name, the  Department  of  Art  or  Design  prac- 
tised,   together   with    the   residence    of    each 
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Candidate,  must  ]je    .vritten  iii  full  and  signed 
by  the  Proposer. 

11.  The  list  of  Nominations  shall  be  closed 
one  month  before  the  opening  of  the  Animal' 
Exhibition,  when  the  Council  shall  make  out  a 
certified  List  of  such  Candidates  arranged 
alphabetically  and  in  classes.  A  List  shall  be 
printed  and  forwtirded  to  each  Academician  in 
the  Notice  convening  the  General  Meeting. 

N.  B.  No  name  shall  be  printed  in  that 
List  unless  seconded  by  another  member  for 
Avhose  signature  space  shall  be  provided. 

12.  Such  Nomination  once  entered  in  the 
Book  shall  require  no  repetition,  but  the  Council 
shall  have  authority  to  eliminate  from  the 
x\nnual  Printed  List  the  names  of  Candidates 
Avho  from  death  or  other  sufficient  reason  may 
no  longer  be  eligible. 

13.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  List  of  As- 
sociates shall  date  from  the  day  when  the 
Diploma  work  of  an  Academician  shall  be 
deposited. 

14.  If  on  any  Election  of  an  Academician  or 
Associate  there  shall  appear  three  or  more  Can- 
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(lidiites  who  have  an  equal  ninul)er  of  Miilfrages 
a  BaUot  shall  l)e  taken  of  the  memhors  ])resent 
to  vetluce  them  to  two  previous  to  the  second 
Ballot. 

15.  No  Ele(!ti()n  of  an  Associjite  shall  ho 
deemed  valid  until  he  has  received  his  Diploma 
signed  hy  the  President  and  Secretary. 

i  6.  Whoever  shall  be  elected  an  associate 
and  shall  not  take  up  his  Diploma  within  one 
year  from  his  election  will  be  considered  as 
declining  to  become  a  Member  of  the  Academy, 
unless  there  shall  be  such  an  apology  made  for 
the  omission  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  by 
the  Council. 


MEMBERS  (f;  OFFICERS. 

17.  All  Elections  of  mendjers  or  officers  shall 
be  by  Ballot  of  the  members  present  and  by 
the  Voting  papers  received  by  the  Secretary, 
and  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  the 
votes  given  by  both  methods. 

18.  All  Elections  of  Academicians  and  Officers 
must  have  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral's approval. 
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SECTION  V. 
FUNDS. 


1.  The  Fundn  of  the  Ciinadiiin  Academy  aviae 
from  subscriptions,  profits  of  Annual  Exhibitions 
of  Works  of  Art,  from  legacies,  donations,  and 
from  any  money  which  the  Academy  may 
invest  in  the  Public  Funds, 


2.  No  part  of  such  Funds  shall  Ije  applicable 
to  any  purposes  but  those  of  the  Institution. 

3.  There  shall  ]ye  an  annual  subscription 
paid  by  each  Academician  of  $10,  and  by  each 
Associate  of  $5,  the  first  payment  to  be  made 
before  issue  of  diploma  and  subsequent  pay- 
ments upon  the  first  day  of  January  in  each 
and  every  year. 

4.  The  Council  shall  direct  all  purchases  of 
Stock  Funds. 


FUNDS. 
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5.  All  monevH  wliicli  liave  been  or  may 
liereafter  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
«hall  be  vented  in  the  name  of  four  Trustees 
who  shall  be,  the  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  ibr  the  time  being  and  one  other 
member  of  the  Canadian  Academy  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Council,  and  the  Council  shall  direct  tlie 
Treasurer  or  any  other  Trustees  to  receive  the 
Dividends  as  they  become  due. 

^  6.  Whenever  any  one  of  the  said  Trustees 
dies  or  desires  to  be  discharged  from,  or  refuses, 
or  becomes  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  unfit 
or  incapable,  to  act  in  reference  to  the  trusts 
reposed  in  him,  the  Council  shall  immediately 
appoint  some  other  person  in  his  place.  .  And 
upon  such  new  appointment  all  the  trust  pro- 
perty (stocks  or  other  trust  property)  vested 
in  the  surviving  or  continuing  Trustees  or  in 
the  heir,  executor,  or  administrator,  of  any 
Trustee  who  may  have  died,  or  who  may  refuse 
or  be  unfit  to  act,  shall  with  all  convenient 
speed  be  assigned  to  the  new^  Trustee  jointly 
Avith  the  surviving  or  continuing  Trustees, 
and     such    new    Trustee   together    with    the 
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surviving  or  continuin'''  Trustees  slijill  liiive 
the  Hame  power  and  liabilities  iis  if  origiually 
nominated  ;  sueli  new  Trustee  shall  ui)on  sueh 
assiginnent  being  made,  execute  a  declaration 
of  Trust  in  relereuce  to  the  trust  property 
(stock  or  other  trustproperty)  in  favor  of  the 
Canadian   Academy  to  be  deposited  as  aforesaid. 
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UENUMERATFONS. 

1.  The    Secretary's    Siilaiy  shall    be    deter- 
inined  by  the  Council. 

2.  Memljers  of  Council  shall  if  the  Funds  of 
the  Academy  permit  of  it  receive  three  cents 
travelling  allowance  per  mile  going  and  re- 
turning in  payment  of  expenses  of  travelling 
upon  business  of  the  Academy,  if  the  distance 
to  be  travelled  exceeds  five  miles. 

3.  Each  member  of  Committee  for  arranging 
the  Works  of  Art  intended  for  the  Exhibition 
shall  be  paid  five  dollars  for  each  day  of  his 
attendance.  The  number  of  days  during  which 
the  service  of  such  Committee  is  required  to 
be  determined  by  the  President  or  by  his 
Deputy.

Any  serviints  cn«^a«j;o(l  shiill  he  paid  by  di- 
rectioiiH  of  the  ProHideiit  or  hin  Deputy. 

ACrOUNTS. 

The  {iccoiiiits  sliall  l)e  Hiibinitted  aiMiiially  hy 
tlie  Ti'easm'er  at  the  time  of  the  Exhibition  to 
the  General  Meeting. 

PENSIONS. 

1.  A  Huni  not  exceeding  one  lialf  of  the  net 
profits  of  the  year  from  any  source  shall  be  set 
a  part  to  form  a  Pension  Fund. 

2.  Any  Academician  or  associate  who  shall 
omit  exhibiting  in  the  Canadian  Academy  I'or 
two  successive  years  shall  have  wo  claims  on 
the  Pension  Fund  under  the  above  Regulation 
unless  he  can  give  satisfactory  proof  to  the  Pre- 
sident and  Council  that  such  omission  was  oc- 
casioned by  illness  or  any  other  cause  which 
they  shall  think  reasonable  excuse.  This  limi- 
tation not  to  extend  to  Sculptors,  who  are  to  be 
allowed  three  years,  nor  to  Academicians  or  as- 
sociates who  have  attained  the  age  of  60  years. 
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3.  Any  AiadiMiiiciaii  oriiHsocinte  witli(lra\vin;r 
iVoiii  prolV'ssioiuiI  (H'ciipiitioii  mh  an  Artist  sliall 
ceane  to  be  a  nieniher  of  the  Canadian  Acadeniy. 
Tn  the  absence  of  other  evidence  tlie  omission 
to  exliibit  at  the  Canadian  Academy  lor  (ive 
consecutive  years  shall  be  deemed  suilicient 
prool". 


4.  Any  Pension  sliall  not  preclude  any  Aca- 
demician, associate,  or  their  widows  in  cases  of 
particular  distress  arising  IVom  young-  children 
or  other  causes,  irom  receiving  such  temporary 
reliel'  as  may  api)ear  to  the  Council  to  be  neces- 
sary  or  proper  to  be  granted  ;  but  it  is  to  be 
.strictly  undestood  that  any  Pension  Fuml  shall 
on  no  account  be  understood  as  liable  to  claims 
to  relieve  such  difficulties.  All  sums  paid  on 
account  of  claims  of  such  a  nature  shall  be 
carried  to  the  current  exi)enses  of  the  year.'

5.  Not  more  than  ten  pictures  shall  be  re- 
ceived from  each  Academician  or  Associate  to 
be  hung  for  sale  in  the  Exhibition  :  and  not 
more  than  four  pictures  shall  be  exhibited  for 
any  Artist  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Academy.  All  works  marked  for  sale 
in  the  Catalogue  must  be  the  work  of  the 
Exhibitor  and  the  property  of  the  Exhibitor. 

6.  No  Picture  shall  be  received  without  a 
gilt  frame. 

7.  No  work  intended  for  exhibition  shall  be 
received  after  the  time  limited  for  the  re- 
ception has  expired.
